UNITED KINGDOM LIFTS IMPORT CENSING RESTRICTIONS 
ON CHEMICALS AND CHEMICAL PRODUCTS 


The United Kingdom Government is announcing that from August 18, 1958, United 
Kingdom import licensing restrictions will be removed from a wide range of chemicals 
and allied products imported from the dollar area. A detailed announcement is being 
made in London today indicating the commodities covered. With a few exceptions all 
chemicals and allied products (including plastics materials) of a kind used industrially 
are to be freed, but dyestuffs and intermediates and products used primarily as consumer 
goods (e.g. pharmaceuticals, paints, photographic goods, toilet preparations and goods 
in retail packs) will continue under restrictions. The broad effect will be that with certain

not without good cause, for me to speak as a Canadian friend of the U. S. A., 


QC: the occasion of our 47th annual convention, it might be appropriate, and 


of a gigantic project which we have undertaken together. 
The St. Lawrence Seaway is an example to the rest of the world of how two 
nations can sit down and work out a scheme for the betterment of both, to be 
financed by both, and to achieve great and lasting benefits for both. With the 


blasting of Cofferdam Al on July 1 this 
year, a new lake, 35 miles long and 90 feet 
deep at the power dam was created, and 
a mighty, 32-generator, hydro-electric 
project started in motion. 

But this was only a part of the over-all 
scheme. Some brief statistics will, per- 
haps, give an idea of the immensity of 
this undertaking of ours: 

> Total cost of the Seaway and power 
projects—$1,210,000,000. 

> Since 1954, 15,700 men have been em- 
ployed for various periods. 

>» No fewer than 6,500 people were 
evacuated from the new lake area— 

And, when the job is finally completed: 

@ Excavators will have scooped 80,- 
340,400 cubic yards from channels. 

@ Dredges will have dug out 23,030,- 
000 cubic yards. 

@ 3,100,000 cubic yards of cement will 
have been poured. 

@ 2,000,000 tons of explosives will have 
been used on the Canadian section alone. 

And so it goes. Figures and facts that 
stagger the imagination. 

And what is it all about, many people 
have asked? Why spend all this money 
on a seaway from the Atlantic to the 
Great Lakes when vessels have already 
been plying this route for hundreds of 
years ... Jacques Cartier, for instance, 
sailed 1,000 miles up the St. Lawrence in 
1535 until rapids impeded his progress. 

Canada’s canal system past the St. 
Lawrence rapids goes back to 1821. It 
was expanded, true, but only to the point 
where ships were limited to a draught of 
13 feet, and a maximum length of about 








260 feet. These vessels, as you know, are 
dwarfed today by most ocean freighters. 
There were 22 locks to be traversed be- 
tween Montreal and Lake Ontario. The 
voyage from Montreal to Toronto took 
three days or more. 

The St. Lawrence Seaway will replace 
these 22 locks with seven. Ships with a 
draught of 25% feet will be able to navi- 
gate in safety. About 80% of the world’s 
salt water fleet will be able to penetrate 
to the heart of our two countries . . . mak- 
ing available to agriculture, industry, and 
commerce the proven-cheapest method of 
transportation known to mankind. There, 
then, is the reason. 

The St. Lawrence Seaway will provide 
the U. S. A. and Canada with what 
amounts to an extra seaboard. 

When two nations suddenly acquire 
another length of coastline, so to speak, 
it is a safe bet that great activity is going 
en along its shores. This is eminently true 
of the Seaway and Great Lakes ports. 

What are they doing? Plenty. Here is 
a random selection of developments taking 
place: 

From Chicago it is reported that the 
Chicago Regional Port District has now 
completed the first phase of a develop- 
ment in Lake Calumet. At a cost of some 
$24,000,000 (raised by bond issues), the 
port district has constructed three transit 
sheds, a large warehouse, two grain ele- 
vators with a capacity each of 6,500,000 
bushels, a railroad yard, access roads for 
trucks, and berthing space large enough 
to accommodate six ships of 550 feet 
length at one time.

In Milwaukee an $11,000,000 program,

At Detroit, the largest of Michigan’s 
ports, iron ore, steel, coal, limestone, an? 
chemicals make up the bulk of the port’s 
domestic business. The Detroit River is 
claimed to be the busiest waterway in the 
world, with unlimited physical naviga- 
tional characteristics. A giant 100-ton 
crane is available for heavy cargo, and 
the emphasis in Detroit is laid on the 
principle of avoiding ship-to-shed and 
then shed-to-truck movements of cargo by 
use of stop-watch timing in cargo han- 
dling. 

Further afield in Michigan, Muskegon 
and Bay City are experiencing much ac- 
tivity in connection with the Seaway’s 
opening next year. 

In Toledo, a total of $1,450,000 has been 
earmarked to start the first phase of the 
development of a new facility for han- 
dling grain and vegetable oils (as well as 
general cargo) at the harbour entrance.

“Whereas, CBFAA had, for more than a year, worked to have such legislation passed 
even in the face of some industry opposition to any legislation whatever, and 

“Whereas, CBFAA had long ago accomplished its purpose to head off the Federal 
Maritime Board dockets and questionnaire, and 

“Whereas, the Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
bill which has been passed by the House of Representatives, and 

“Whereas, this bill will now go to the Senate for approval, and 

“Whereas, it was never expected that a truly perfect bill would be 
first try but that progress would have to be made in steps, and

FREE ENTRY—METAL SCRAP 


Public Law 85-453 approved June 11, 1958, entitled “An Act to continue until the close 
of June 30, 1959, the suspension of duties on metal scrap, and for other purposes.” (See 
pe. 639, August BULLETIN.) 

It will be noted that the suspension of duties does not apply to any article provided 
for in section 4541 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. Concerning section 3 of the 
statute, Report No. 1618, 85th Congress, 2d Session, issued by the Senate Committee on 
Finance states, “This amendment would provide that primary or virgin nonferrous metal 
in pig, ingot, or billet form, which is commercially usable in the direct manufacture of 
articles without sweetening or other modification of its constituents would not be in- 
cluded in the duty-free provisions of the bill.” [T.D. 54623.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—EXAMINATION OF MERCHANDISE 

The Bureau has decided in line with an employee suggestion that it should be within 
the appraiser's discretion to dispense with preliminary examinations currently required 
under section 14.2 (e) of the Customs Regulations before the collector grants permission 
to remove such imported articles as machinery, altars and the like to the place of erec- 
tion or assembly for final examination 
Page 1417 

To reflect in the Customs Regulations the adoption of this suggestion and, in addi- 
tion, to give effect to another suggestion that the collector of customs be given exclu- 
sive authority to grant applications for extensions beyond the 90-day period initially 
given the importer within which to notify customs the article is set up and ready for 
examination, section 14.2 (e) is amended as follows: [T.D. 54627.] 

The word “may” and the words “he deems” are substituted for the word “shall” and 
the words “may be”, respectively, in the third sentence 

The words “any necessary” are substituted for the word “the” between the words 
“and” and “preliminary” in the fourth sentence. 

The words “or appraiser’ where they first appear in the last sentence are deleted. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—FREE ENTRY—GOVERNMENT 
PERSONNEL AND EVACUEES 
Page 1576 


Public Law 85-398, 85th Congress, approved May 9, 1958, amended the Act of June 
1955 (50 U. 8S. C. App. 801) to extend the effective period of the Act to July 1, 1960. 
Section 54.2 (a) of the Customs Regulations is hereby amended by substituting “July 
1, 1960” for “July 1, 1958" at the end thereof. [T.D. 54630.] 


FREE ENTRY—SOUND RECORDINGS, SLIDES AND 
TRANSPARENCIES, AND FILM 

Public Law 85-458, approved June 13, 1958, entitled “An Act to amend the Tariff Act 
of 1930 to provide for the free importation under certain conditions of sound recordings, 
film, and slides and transparencies.” (See pg. 644, August BULLETIN.) 

You will note that this act applies to articles entered for consumption, or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption, on or after June 13, 1958. Free entry for the exposed 
or developed film provided for in subparagraph (b) of paragraph 1631, as set forth in 
Public Law 85-458, extends only to such articles as are entered for consumption, or with- 
drawn from warehouse for consumption prior to July 1, 1960 

Any merchandise which would be entitled to entry free of duty under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 1631 as in effect prior to this amendment of the tariff act, is not 
subject to the date limitations stated in the previous paragraph. [T.D. 54631.]

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ENFORCEMENT 





Page 1573 - 

Part 51 of the Customs Regulations dispenses with Treasury licenses for certain 
customs entries in cases where a foreign country is specified in Executive Order No 
$389, dated April 10. 1940, as amended, or a national thereof has an interest in the mer- 
chandise. Part 52 is the regulation governing the examination of tangible communica 
tions under section 3 (c) of the Trading with the Enemy Act, approved October 6, 1917 
(50 U. S.C. App. 3 (c)). As parts 51 and 52 have no present applicability, they are hereby 
revoked. [T.D. 54628.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REDUCED RATE OF DUTY 
FOR CERTAIN WOOLEN TEXTILES 

Presidential Proclamation No. 3169 of September 28, 1956, as amended by Presi 
dential Proclamation No. 3225, dated March 7, 1958, provides that after the annual quota 
on certain woolen fabrics classifiable under paragraphs 1108 and 1109 (a), Tariff Act of 
1930, has been filled, the ad valorem part of the duty on serges, weighing not over 6 
ounces per square yard, and nuns’ veilings and other woven fabrics, weighing not over 
/ ounces per square yard: all the foregoing whoily or in chief value of wool of the sheep, 
valued at over $4 per pound, in solid colors, imported to be used in the manufacture of 
apparel for members of religious orders, shall be at the rate of 30 per cent rather than 
at the rate of 45 per cent. To prescribe regulations governing the entry of these woolen 
textiles at this reduced rate the Customs Regulations are amended as follows 
Page 1373 

Part 10 is amended by adding at the end thereof the following new centerhead and 
section 

WOOLEN TEXTILES 

10.111 Woolen textiles imported to be used in the manufacture of apparel for 
members of religious orders.—(a) Serges, weighing not over 6 ounces per square yard, 
and nun’s veiling and other woven fabrics, weighing not over 4 ounces per square yard; 
all the foregoing wholly or in chief value of wool of the sheep, valued at over $4 per 
pound, in solid colors, imported to be used in the manufacture of apparel for members 
of religious orders, entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after the 
annual quota on certain wool fabrics classifiable under paragraphs 1108 and 1109 (a), 
Tariff Act of 1930, has been filled may be released on deposit of estimated duties at the 
rate the ad valorem part of which is 30 per cent, as provided for in the President’s 
Proclamation No. 3160 of September 28, 1956 (3 CFR, 1956 Supp., Ch. 1; TD 54212), 
as amended by the President’s Proclamation No. 3225 of March 7, 1958 (23 F. R. 1687; 
TD 54550), if there is filed with the entry or the withdrawal a declaration of a person 
having knowledge of the facts that the fabrics were imported to be used in the manu- 
facture of apparel for members of religious orders. Liquidation of the entry covering 
the fabrics shall be suspended until the proof of use provided for in paragraph (b) of 
this section is furnished or the time allowed for the production thereof has expired. 
[T.D. 54639.] 

(b) Within 1 year from the date of the entry (in case of warehouse entries as well 
as consumption entries) or any extension of that period as hereinafter provided for, 
the importer shall furnish proof of use satisfactory to the collector that the imported 
fabrics have been used in the manufacture of apparel for members of religious orders. 
The collector may, upon written application of the importer before the expiration of 
the initial or any extended period, extend the period for further periods of 1 year each, 
but not to exceed 5 years from the date of entry. [T.D. 54639.] 

(c) When proof of use is not furnished within the 1 year period or any extension 
thereof provided for in paragraph (b) hereof, the entry shall be liquidated at the rate 
the ad valorem part of which is 45 per cent, as provided for in the President’s Procla- 
mation No. 3160 of September 28, 1956, as amended. (Sec. 1 (pars. 1108, 1109) 46 Stat. 
648; 19 U. S. C. 1001 (pars. 1108, 1109).) [T.D. 54639.1

Aeroplane kit, model, plastic containing readily assembled parts m of plastic 
(polystyrene-type) containing no filler material, accessories, and sheet of assembly 
instructions, issifiable as a toy, nspf, under par. 1513. [T.D. 54624 (4).] 

Amplifier, electrical; transmitter, electronic fiow.—FElectrical amplifier and electronic 
flow transmitter used as components in a gas measuring system classifiable as articles 
suitable for producing electrical energy under par. 353, rather than under the provision 
for articles having as n essential feature an electrical element or device in the same 
par {T.D. 54624 (5).] 

Bandage, guuze, with fast edges, composed of 60% rayon staple fiber and 40% cotton, 
2% inches wide and 10 yards long, in c.v. of staple fiber, is classifiable as a fabric with 
fast edges, not ding 12 inches in width, wholly or in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic 
textile, nspf nde par 1308. If in c.v. of cotton, it is classifiable as a fabric with fast 
edges, not exceeding 12 inches in width, nspf, wholly or in c.v. of cotton, under par. 912 
and subject to the duty provided for in par. 924 on the cotton contained therein having a 
staple of 1% inches or more in length. [T.D. 54640 (8).] 

Bells, novelty.—An article comprising a plastic figure, or a plastic representation of 
a Japanese lantern 1 small metal bell, and plastic streamer, attached together and in 
tended to be hung : a novelty in the manner, for instance, of ind chimes, is classifiable 
under the pre ion 1r bells and parts thereof in par. 364. [T.D. 54640 (9).] 

Bolts, roof, mine, composed of steel, threaded at each end, in diameters of , or 1 
inch, supplied with shields for expansion and a bearing or cover plate with a nut, classi- 
fiable as bolts, with or without threads or nuts, under par. 330. [T.D. 54624 (6).] 

Bolts or screws, closet, commercially known as hanger bolts, in c.v. of steel, 2% 
inches in length, %4 inch in diameter, with unthreaded center sections, having a wood 
screw thread at one end, the other end being threaded to receive a nut, are classifiable 
as bolts, with or without threads or nuts, of iron or steel, under par. 330. [T.D. 54640 (10).] 

Bookbinders, loose leaf, designed to hold 8 by 11 inch paper, a “skin-plate” binder 

made of vinyl laminated to steel and a “gold eloxidized” binder, both composed chiefly of 
steel or aluminum, classifiable as articles, nspf, manufactured, in c.v. of steel or alumi- 
num, under par 7. [T.D. 54624 (7).] 
Bootees, cotton; toy rabbit; rattle.—Infant’s bootees having a cotton sole and a sepa- 
rate cotton upper joined by machine sewing, classifiable under par. 1530 (e) as footwear 
the uppers of which are composed wholly or in c.v. of cotton, whether or not the soles 
are composed of leather, wood, or other materials. Stuffed toy rabbit classifiable under 
par. 1513, as a stuffed animal figure not having a spring mechanism. Plastic rattles classi- 
fiable under par. 1513 as toys, nspf. [T.D.54629 (2).] 

Bottle, Bols Ballerina; coverings and containers. \ liqueur bottle with recessed 
cone-shaped base into which is fitted a music box works having a ballerina doll affixed 
is an unusua ontainer under section 504, when imported filled. The assembly consisting

Bottles, cordial, glass, compartment.—Multi-compartment bottles, in c.v. of 
glass, having no feature either by way of the material of which made, refinement of con 
struction, grace of line, or any other characteristic which establishes that they are for 
table service, and which are not designed for use otherwise than in the bona fide trans 
portation of merchandise, whether filled or unfilled are classifiable as bottles wholly or 
in c.v. of glass, nspf, of the character ordinarily employed for the holding or transporta- 
tion of merchandise under par. 217 and not as table and kitchen articles and utensils 
under par. 218. [T.D. 54629 (3).] 

Bowls, lacquered, in c.v. of a synthetic resin containing a filler material, classifiable 
as manufactures wholly or in c.v. of any product of which synthetic resin is the chief 
binding agent under par. 1539 (b). [T.D. 54629 (4).] 

Box, ring.—Plastic ring box with velvet rayon cushion inside, composed of polystyrene 
containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to boxes of paper lined o1 
covered with vegetable fiber under par. 1405 by similitude (par. 1559 (a)), if in c.v. of the 
polystyrene, or, if in c.v. of the velvet rayon, as an article made from rayon pile fabrik 
with the pile wholly cut under par. 1307. [T.D. 54644 (7).] 

Brass screw-machine products, for use after incorporation in a housing as a valve 
in inflatable rubber playballs, if dedicated to use as parts of balls of a type chiefly used 
in the United States for the amusement of children, as classifiable as parts of toys, nspf, 
under par. 1513, or, if dedicated to use with other playballs, are classifiable as articles 
nspf, manufactured, in c.v. of brass, under par. 397. [T.D. 54640 (12).] 

Cap, harvest.—Headgear with a crown and bill but no brim, if in c.v. of chip, colored 
or uncolored, or in c.v. of grass or straw in their natural state, classifiable under par 
1537 (a), as manufactures in c.v. of chip, grass, or straw, respectively, nspf, When in 
c.v. of colored grass or of colored straw the harvest cap, not being of “grass” or “straw’ 
in their natural state, classifiable under par. 1558 as a nonenumerated manufactured 
article Harvest caps not classifiable as harvest hats under par. 1504. [T.D. 54640 (13).] 

Cement, adhesive, composed of polyvinyl acetate, 16% methyl alcohol, methyl acetate 
ester, and amyl acetate ester, classifiable under par. 24 as an alcoholic compound, nspf 
containing not over 20% alcohol. [T.D. 54640 (14).] 

Chain, twist link, knotted, made from 1/16 inch round stock of iron or steel by bend- 
ing the ends of a length of stock towards the center then twisting one quarter 
thereby forming two links, classifiable under the provision for chain and chains of 
kinds under par. 329 if imported in material lengths; if imported in pre-cut lengths 
which dedicates its use to a particular machine classifiable as part of such machine 
(T.D. 54624 (8).] 

Construction unit, floating, known as the Storey Uniflote, consisting of rectangular 
steel framed tanks with internal watertight bulkheads which, with connectors, posts 
and guides, form floating platforms of different sizes and shapes having a variety of uses 
is classifiable under par. 397 as an article, nspf, manufactured, in c.v. of steel (T.D. 
54640 (15).] 

Curry comb.—-Rubber comb without web handle, used for grooming horses, classifi- 
able as a comb of whatever material composed, except combs wholly of metal, nspf, 
under par. 1537 (c). [T.D. 54640 (16).] 

Cylindrical steel rolls, consisting of work rolls and back up rolls, designed for use on 
a cold rolling steel mill, imported in rough ground condition, are classifiable as parts, 
nspf, wholly of metal, of machine tools, under par. 372 and dutiable at the rate applicabk 
to the machine of which they are parts. [T.D. 54629 (5).] 

Darts and dartboards.—Darts, whether assembled or unassembled, having steel points, 
brass barrels, and plastic flights, if in cv. of brass, classifiable as articles, nspf, 
manufactured, in c.v. of brass, not plated with platinum, gold, or silver, or colored with 
gold lacquer, under par. 397. Dartboards in c.v. of cardboard classifiable as manufactures 
of paper, or of which paper is the component material of c.v., nspf, under par. 1413 
(T.D. 5462 (9).1 

Electro-magnetic survey unit, portable, battery-operated, consisting of a vertical 
transmitter coil, plug-in receiver amplifier, tripod, and packboard, used for locating de- 
posits of metal beneath the surface of the earth, classified as an article in c.v. of metal 
having as an essential feature an electrical element, nspf, under par. 353. [T.D. 54624 (10).] 

Erasers, glass hair, consisting of pencil-shaped articles with a barrel composed of 
various metals and galalith, having a retractable fiberglass brush, classifiable as manu- 
factured articles, nspf, wholly or in c.v. of metal under par. 397 or as articles of which 
a compound of casein, known as galalith, is the component material of c.v.. nspf, under 
par. 33, or as manufactures in c.v. of glass, nspf, under par. 230 (d), depending upon the 
component material of c.v. of such articles. [T.D. 54624 (11).] 
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Fabrice, jute, woven, backed with paper or with polyethylene sheeting joined to the 
jute by an adhesive action (with no appreciable impregnation by the synthetic resin, 
which excludes the application of par. 1529 (b)) and in c.v. of jute, classifiable as manu- 
factures in c.v. of jute, nspf, under par. 1023. [T.D. 54624 (12).] 

Felt, wool, woven, known as Sanforizing felt, used as machine clothing, classifiable 
under provision in par. 1109 (b), for felts or other articles of machine clothing, wholly or 
in c.v. of wool, woven as units or in the piece, finished or unfinished. [T.D. 54624 (13).] 

Figurine, wood, about 3% inches high, apparently turned on a lathe, consisting of a 

shaped head about % inch in diameter, a cylindrical neck about 3/16 inch in diam- 

*,a torso about 1 inch in diameter at shoulders and about % inch in diameter at waist, 
about 1 inch in diameter at hem of dress, with “legs” tapering from about % to about 
% inch in diameter before flaring out in a stand % inch in diameter, with 2 straight 
cylindrical immovable arms. The article has a plain cloth head covering of the babushka 
type over hair pasted on the head. Features are painted on the head and the body decora- 
tion consists of a brightly colored painted native Balkan costume Articles of this type 
are classifiable under par. 1513 as dolls and not under par. 412 as manufactures in C.V 
of wood [T.D. 54624 (14).] 

Filter bags, of wool felt, approximately 17 inches deep and 14 inches wide at the 
open end, having a rounded tip, and with four pieces of tape attached at equal intervals 
around the open end to permit the bag to be held in a fixed position, used chiefly by farm- 
ers in their agricultural pursuits in the filtering of maple syrup, classifiable as agricul- 
tural implements under par. 1604. [(T.D. 54644 (8).] 

Filter pads and material, consisting of a mixture of asbestos and cellulose fibers in 
various proportions, classifiable, if in ¢c.v. of asbestos, as manufactures of which asbestos 
is the component material of c.v., under par. 1501, or if in c.v. of pulp, as manufactures 
of pulp, nspf, under par. 1403. [T.D. 54624 (15).] 

Fish spread, for canapes and sandwiches, composed of grated tuna, starch, mono- 
sodium glutamate and cottonseed oil, classifiable as fish paste under par. 721 (c). [T.D. 
54624 (16).] 

Flax material, single ply, referred to as 1.6 lea flax roving, manufactured on a roving 
frame, boiled but not bleached, having 1.8 turns per inch and a breaking strength of 75 
pounds, chiefly used without further processing as a yarn in weaving, classifiable under 
par. 1004 (a) as single yarns of flax not finer than 60 lea. [T.D. 54629 (6).] 

Floor covering, composed of sheared dyed sheepskin with a plastic foam backing 
classifiable under par. 1519 (e) as an article in c.v. of fur, nspf. [T.D. 54624 (17).] 

Floor covering, plastic, composed of polyvinyl chloride containing a filler material, 
classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of any product of which synthetic resin is the chief 
binding agent under par. 1539 (b) [T.D. 54640 (17).] 

Footwear, rubber outer sole and textile upper.—Zori type footwear with V-thong 
velvet upper, straw inner sole, and 4 inch thick rubber outer sole classifiable under par 
1530 (e) as modified and amended, as footwear the uppers of which are wholly or in c.v 
of animal hair, cotton, fiber, ramie, rayon or synthetic textile, silk, wool, or substitutes 
for any of the foregoing, with soles in c.v. of india rubber. [T.D. 54640 (18).]

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chemical under par. 28 (a). [(T.D. 54644 (13).] 

Pigeons, frozen, having feathers and giblets removed, and head and feet attached, in 
air-tight plastic bags, classifiable as birds prepared in any manner, nspf, under par. 712 
[T.D. 54644 (14).] 

Place mats, pandanus, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures of palm leaf, 
nspf, under par. 1537 (a). [(T.D. 54629 (15).] 

Plastic chest high wader composed of a synthetic resin of the polyvinyl chloride 
type and filler material containing approximately 1.7% carbon is classifiable as a manu- 
facture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like sub- 
stance is the chief binding agent, under par. 1539 (b), and not as an article composed in 
part of carbon, wholly or partly manufactured, nspf, under par. 216. [T.D. 54624 (27).] 

Plastic novelties and bird cage accessory of polystyrene containing no filler.—Sma!! 
plastic brooches with a metal pin classifiable as follows: If in c.v. of metal and valued 
at 20 cents or less per dozen, as manufactured articles, nspf, wholly or in c.v. of iron, 
steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum under par. 397, as modified. If valued over 20 cents 
per dozen pieces and in c.v. of metal, as other jewelry under par. 1527 (a). If in c.v. of 
plastic dutiable by similitude (par.

Quartz, star, cut, with back printed with a reflecting coating and a protective coating 
over that, classifiable under par. 1528, as semi-precious stone, cut but not set, suitable 
for use in the manufacture of jewelry. [(T.D54640 (20).] 

Recorder, chiefly used in laboratories to record titrant consumption as a function of 
time durine a continuous titration with a constant pH or any constant electrode poten- 
tial, classifiable under par. 360, as laboratory apparatus, nspf. [T.D. 54624 (28).] 

Reliners, tire, made from old tractor tires and used to extend the life of agricultural 
tractor tires that have been weakened by misuse by under-inflation, or too much ex- 
posure to the weather, by reinforcing them, classifiable, if in part of carbon, as articles 
in part of carbon under par. 216, or, if not so composed, according to their component 
material of c.v. under par. 1537 (b), 923, or 1312, and not as parts of agricultural imple- 
ments under par. 1604 

Reproduction sheets; printed sheets.—Reproduction proofs or printed sheets classifiable 
us books under par. 1410, when comprising a complete unbound book. If printed chiefly or 
wholly in a foreign language, classifiable under par. 1630. [T.D. 54629 (17).]} 

Rolls, steel, forged, alloyed, for use in rolling mills in the manufacture of strip steel, 
classifiable as cylindrical steel rolls under par. 344 if ground and polished; if not ground 
and polished, as parts of machine tools under par. 372. [T.D. 54629 (18).] 

Rugs, tubular, fabricated by coiling and stitching into rug sizes braids about one 
inch in width formed by intertwining three cords approximately % inch in diameter, 
classifiable as articles in part of braid not suitable for making or ornamenting bonnets 
hats, or hoods under par. 1529 (a). [(T.D. 54624 (30).] 

Sailboat kit, consisting of wooden sailboat (a yacht or pleasure boat), less metal fit- 
tings and hardware, in knocked down condition, classifiable as a motor boat under par. 
170 if the kit contains sufficient material to form a complete hull; otherwise the kit is 
classifiable as a part of a motor boat under the same par. [T.D. 54644 (17).] 

Sandpaper, garnet, classifiable under the provision for cloths, papers, and combina- 
tions of cloth and paper, partly or wholly coated with artificial or natural abrasives, or 
with a combination of artificial and natural abrasives, under par. 1514 when containing 
less than the specified percentages of the elements listed therein. [T.D. 54624 (31).] 

Searf, wool, weven, having fringed ends formed during the weaving process by 
omitting certain weft threads and leaving extensions of the warp threads, classifiable 
as articles in part of fringe under par. 1529 (a) rather than as wearing apparel, wholly 
or in c.v. of wool, not knit or crocheted, under par. 1115 (a). [T.D. 54644 (18).] 

Screw, tron or steel, having a slotted ball head, and a groove between the head and 
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the threads, used as part of a snap for canvas tops or covers, Or as a door stop, classifi- 
able as an article nsepf, partly or wholly manufactured, in c.y. of iron or steel, under 
par. 397. (T.D. 54629 (19).)] 

Screws, thumb, composed of steel, classifiable as screws, other than those 
called wood screws, under par. 397, as modified, and not as bolts of steel, under par. 
{T.D. 54644 (19).] ; E ; 

“Slenderella” tablets, a dietary supplement containing among other ingredients, 
riboflavin, nicotinic acid, and saccharin classifiable under par.

397; or if in c.v. of 
a plastic material which has as the chief binding agent synthetic resin, classifiable under 
par. 1539 (b). [T.D. 54629 (20).] ’ Ze ; 

Snap, spring, used to attach a leash to a dog collar or to attach identification 
a dog collar, classifiable as harness hardware not plated with gold or silver under 
345. [T.D. 54640 (21).] : 

Steel angles, slotted; bolts, nuts, washers.—Slotted steel angles made of cold rolled 
steel classifiable under the provisions for angles, punched, in par. 312. The bolts, nuts, 
and washers are classifiable as such under par. 330. [T.D. 54644 (21).] 

Steel and knife sharpener combination, “Hydman”; socket, steel.—Combined steel 
and knife sharpener consisting of handle, steel and sharpener assembly, classifiable as 
butcher’s steel under par. 355. Steel socket used with the combined steel and knife 
sharpener is separately classifiable as an article, nspf, wholly or partly manufactured, in 
c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54644 (20).] 

Sugar granulator, consisting of a large stainiess steel drum mounted horizontally, 
similar in construction to a rotary kiln and utilizing specially designed flights to control 
sugar retention time for proper drying, is classifiable as machinery for use in the manu- 
facture of supar under par. 1604. [T.D. 54624 (33).] 

Sweaters, in c.v. of wool and not in part of fringe or braid or ornamented or deco- 
rated in any manner, classifiable as articles knit or crocheted, whollv or in c.v. of wool, 
nspf, under par. 1114 (d). [T.D. 54629 (21).] 

Tarpaulins, plastic, “Polvtarp.”—Tarpaulins composed of a clear or colored sheet of 
polyethylene containing no filler material, having glued at one corner and other places 
a piece of cotton cloth to reinforce the sheeting at those points, and having inserted a 
metal grommet for the acceptance of a piece of rope. are dntiable at the rate applicable 
to manufacturers of cotton, nspf, under par. 923. [T.D. 54629 (22).] 

Tape, magnetic, TV, two inches in width, for television use in recording electrical 
impulses for both picture and sound, if in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic 
resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent, is classifiable under par. 1539 (b) 
Otherwise it is dutiable at the rates applicable to motion-picture films, sensitized but not 
exposed or developed, or photographic film positives, imported in anv form, for use in 
any way in connection with moving picture exhibits. under par.

Toy one-man band, battery operated. consisting of a plush-covered seated metal 
figure of a dog about 9 inches tall, with features in proportion, electric light bulb eyes, 
a drumstick in each forepaw and a drumstick attached to the right rear paw, seated “n 
a platform on which are mounted a bass drum, two snare drums, and three cymbals 
the drums and cymbals occupying about one-quarter the space occupied by the dog, the 
dog being the predominant feature of the toy, classifiable under par. 1513 as a fieure or 
image of an animate object, in c.v. of metal, having any movable member or part, but 
not having a spring mechanism, and valued 30 cents or more per pound. [T.D. 54840 (22).] 

Wagons, farm; bins, grain storage; guy rods.—Wagons chiefiv used on farms bv 
farmers in their agricultural pursuits are classifiable as agricultural implements, wagons 
under par. 1604. Galvanized steel cylindrical-shaped grain storage bins, with doors. and 
double thimble steel guy rods for power lines, are classifiable as articles. nspf. wholly or 
partly manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par. 297. [T.D. 54624 (36).] 

Wheel, ginss. called a “Godet Wheel,” a circular pressed glass object used in textile 
manufacturine. classifiable as manufactures of glass, pressed wares, under par. 230 (4d) 
{(T.D. 54624 (37).] 

Wire, galvanized fencing.—Certain wire described as galvanized silver bright steel

Tobacco, scrap, resulting from the manufacture abroad of American leaf tobacco 
into long-cut smoking tobacco or twist chewing tobacco entitled to free entry as Ameri 
can goods returned under paragraph 1615 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, no extract, flavor, or 
any other substance, except moisture, being added in the manufacturing process and no 
further processing being applied to the scrap. [T.D. 54629 (1).] 

American metal articles processed abroad and returned for further processing.—A 
<teel roller core of United States origin is grooved by machining abroad, after which it 
is rubber covered and returned to the United States where the rubber cover on the roller 
is machined to provide the roller with the precise dimension. The imported rubber 
covered roller is an article resulting from the processing of the American metal article 
abroad entitled to entry under paragraph 1615 (g) (2), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
when returned for further processing by having the rubber covering machined in the 
United States. [T.D. 54644 (1).] 

Articles of metal.—An ore is not an article of metal under paragraph 1615 (g) (2), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and articles resulting from the processing abroad of an 
American exported ore are not entitled to entry under this law. [T.D. 54644 (2).] 

Constructive segregation.—-The manufacture of gloves abroad by lacing together 
through small prepunched holes glove tranks, fourchettes, and thumb parts of United 
States manufacture, the lacing used being also of United States manufacture, is indis- 
tinguishable from the standpoint of the principle of constructive segregation from the 
manufacture of gloves or wearing apparel by machine stitching. Accordingly, the com- 
ponents of United States manufacture appearing in the imported gloves may not be 
constructively segregated and accorded free entry as American goods returned under 
paragraph 1615 (a), Tariff Act of 1930. [T.D. 54644 (3).] 

Articles of regalia reimported after exportation for repairs or alterations.—An article 
of regalia, whether of foreign or domestic origin, is properly classifiable under para- 
graph 1773 if it meets the conditions of that paragraph and the regulations thereunder 
are complied with, even though it is being reimported after having been exported for 
repairs or alterations. The repairs or alterations are not subject to duty under paragraph 
615 (@) (1), as amended, if paragraph 1773 is properly invoked. [T.D. 54624 (1).] 

Constructive segregation—Marking.—Metal furniture legs of United States manu 
facture, not welded but which are assembled by means of screws, exported knocked 
down, for use in the assembly or manufacture of rattan furniture abroad, may be con- 
structively segregated and accorded free entry as American goods returned under para 
graph 1615 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, if the identity of the American legs is maintained 
and they are capable of physical separation without injury to either the legs or the 
rattan component 

To facilitate identification the American legs may be marked “Legs made in U. 8S. A 
or with words of similar import {T.D. 54624 (2).] 

American metal articles processed abroad and returned for further processing. 
Screws fabricated abroad with the use of steel wire and rod of United States manufac 
ture and returned to be plated or tempered by or for the account of the person or firm 
which exported the American steel and rod for processing abroad, held entitled to entry 
under paragraph 1615 (g@) (2), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, with assessment of duty 
only on the value of the processing abroad. The mere diesinking of the trade name of 
the American importer on steel flatware returned to the United States after having been 
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fabricated abroad with the use of steel sheets of American origin not a further process- 
ing of the imported flatware within the meaning of paragraph 1615 (g@) (2) {(T.D. 54640 
(2).] 

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.-Cotton fabrics (for 
ise in making abrasive belts), resulting from cloth exported to a foreign country where 
it is stretched and sized and colored for identification and merchandising, may not be 
classified under paragraph 1615 (g@) (1), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, since the opera- 
tions abroad eg beyond an “alteration.’ {T.D. 54640 (3).] 


INSULAR POSSESSIONS 

Manicure kits—The selection and assembly of imported implements, such as tweezers 
nail files, clippers, et in imported leather cases in the Virgin Islands would not result 
in an article man etured or produced in the possession within the meaning of section 
01, Tariff Act of 193 as amended {T.D,. 54640 (5).] 

Expansion bracelets in the piece, with their separate identities fixed by lines of de- 
marcation, imported into the Virgin Islands for completion by cutting at a predetermined 
length and swaging an end length to each end of the cut chain to form a bracelet, do 
not become arti: manufactured or produced in the Virgin Islands for the purposes 
of section ¢ f act.

FILING AND PROCESSING OF NOTICES OF EXPORTATION, 
CUSTOMS FORM 7511 


It has come to the Bureau’s attention that notices of exportation are being filed in 
a relatively few cases covering shipments which do not require shippers export declara- 
tions and which do not come within the scope of sections 22.8 or 22.9 of the Customs 
Regulations. In such cases the following procedure shall be employed. 

he notice of exportation shall be filed in triplicate (quadruplicate if the exporter 
desires a copy for his use) with the collector of customs at the port of exportation after 
the merchandise has been exported, but within three years after exportation, and shall 
show, in addition to the other information required, the number and date of the bill of 
lading covering the shipment 

Upon receipt of the notice of exportation, the collector shall assign a number thereto 
from the series of numbers maintained for the numbering of such documents in cases 
where the corresponding shipper’s export declaration is not numbered The collector 
shall then compare the notice of exportation with the outward manifest of the exporting 
conveyance to determine the fact of exportation and the name of the exporter; execute 
the certificate of exportation on one copy of the notice; and return the certified copy 
and one uncertified copy to the exporter or the person designated by the exporter for 
subsequent filing with the drawback entry. The collector shall retain the remaining copy 
of the notice as his record of the transaction and place it on file with the manifest of 
the exporting conveyance 

Under this procedure the exporter shall be held to be the party named as exporter or 
shipper, as the case may be, on the outward manifest of the exporting conveyance. If 
the name of the exporter (or shipper) is not shown on the outward manifest, or if an 
outward manifest is not required, the collector shall require the filing of a signed copy 
of the bill of lading or a certified copy of the waybill or other shipping document to en- 
able him to verify the name of the exporter and execute his certificate. (C/L 2044.)

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RULES OF THE UNITED STATES CUSTOMS COURT: RULES 6, 13, AND 33 
AMENDED, EFFECTIVE AUGUST 1, 1958 


There are published below for your information and guidance amendments to Rule 
6, and amended Rules 13 (c) and 33 of the United States Customs Court. The effective 
date of the amendments is August 1, 1958. 

The Court Rules were published in T. D. 52255-A of June 30, 1949, and have been 
amended in part in T. D.’s 52952, 53818, 53852 and 53954. [T.D. 54632. 


Rule 6, amended May 26, 1958, effective August 1, 1958, by adding the following section 

(h) Frivolous protest or appeal (Note Title 28, U. S. C. § 2641).—Whenever it shall 
appear to a Division of this Court, or a Judge thereof, upon motion of counsel for the 
Government or upon its own motion, that any protest or appeal for reappraisement is 
frivolous, the Division or Judge shall, if such protest or appeal for reappraisement is 
determined to be frivolous, assess penalties against the person filing such protest or 
appeal, and such protest or appeal shall be dismissed. Notice and opportunit yto be heard 
shall be given to the person filing such protest or appeal before any finding or judgment 
is rendered. 


Rule 13 (c), as amended, May 27, 1958, effective August 1, 1958 


(c) Upon receipt of any appeal for reappraisement or protest on and after the effec- 
tive date of this rule, the clerk of the court shall cause a notice of its receipt in this 
court to be mailed or delivered to the appellant or protestant, or to his or their counsel 
if represented by an attorney, and to the defendant and any party in interest, or his or 
their counsel, in the matter 

Appeals for reappraisement and protests so received arising at the port of New 
York, or as to which hearing at that port has been requested, shall be placed by the 
clerk in the order of their receipt upon separate general calendars of the several divi- 
sions and judges of this court having cognizance of the subject matter. Such appeals 
and protests may be withdrawn from the general calendars upon motion of either party, 
or by the court on its own motion, and, in any case, upon notice of trial filed with the 
clerk of the court in accordance with the provisions of Rule 3 (t). 

Appeals or protests so noticed for trial, and appeals or protests which have remained 
upon any general calendar for 180 days from the date of receipt, shall be placed by the 
clerk upon the next regular monthly calendar of the division or judge having cognizance 
of the subject matter 

In the case of appeals for reappraisement and protests arising at ports other than 
the port of New York, or as to which hearing has been requested at a port other than 
New York, the procedure set forth in Rule 3 (m) to (t), inclusive, shall be followed 


Rule 33.—Briefs, as amended May 26, 1958, effective August 1, 1958 


In every contested case a brief shall be filed by each of the parties within the time 
respectively allowed therefor by the court, unless specially excused therefrom by the 
court. Time for the filing of briefs in other contested matters, such as motions, objec- 
tions, ete., may be requested by either or both of the parties, or such briefs may be 
ordered by the court to be filed within certain times. 

Every brief of more than 15 pages shall contain a subject index with page references, 
to be supplemented by a list of authorities referred to, together with references to pages 
thereof sriefs filed on the merits in reappraisement appeals and applications for review 
shall contain proposed findings of fact and conclusions of law. Each party shall serve a 
copy of his brief upon his adversary party and file proof of such service at the time of 
filing his brief 

Failure to file any of the briefs provided for by this rule shall not be deemed to be 
a waiver on the part of the supporting party, or a withdrawal of the opposition by the 
opposing party, but the court may, upon its own motion or on the motion of a party, 
take such action in the premises, including the striking or granting of the motion, or, 
in cases submitted for decision, the rendering of judgment or other relief in the case 
without further briefs or hearing, or the entry of a rule to file supporting or opposing 
briefs, as it may in its discretion determine

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT REQUIREMENTS OF PERU 
PLANT QUARANTINE DIVISION 

Imports into Peru of dried peas, lentils, and other similar pulses for consumption

(a) They must be accompanied by an official (Federal or State) phyto-sanitary certifi- 
cate from the country of origin, attested by a Peruvian Consul, certifying that the prod- 
ucts are free of cryptogamous disease or insect pests, and stating that the product is 
intended for consumption; 

(b) Import permits from the Peruvian Ministry of Agriculture are no longer required 
for these products; 

(ce) Upon arrival in Peru the products will be subject to inspection, and the authori- 
ties, depending on their findings, may authorize entry or require immunization, incinera- 
tion, or return of the products to the country of origin, at the expense of the importer 
without liability for any indemnity. ,

INVESTIGATION No. 35 UNDER SECTION 332, TARIFF ACT OF 1930 


Pursuant to a resolution adopted July 29, 1958, by the Committee on Finance, United 
States Senate, the United States Tariff Commission, on the 4th day of August 1958, insti- 
tuted an investigation under the provisions of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, of the conditions of competition in the United States between iron ore produced 
in the United States and in foreign countries.

The Committee resolution authorizes the Tariff Commission to hold such rearing or 
hearings in connection with the investigation as it deems necessary or desirable.

SPRING CLOTHESPINS 
INVESTIGATION No. 36 UNDER SECTION 332, TARIFF ACT OF 1980 

Pursuant to a resolution adopted July 30, 1958, by the Committee on Finance, United 
States Senate, the United States Tariff Commission, on the 4th day of August 1958, insti- 
tuted an investigation under the provisions of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, of the conditions of competition in the United States between spring clothespins 
produced in the United States and in foreign countries. 

The Tariff Commission, on September 10, 1957, made a report to the President of the 
results of an “escape clause” investigation under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Ex- 
tension Act of 1951, as amended, which resulted in a Presidential proclamation, effec- 
tive December 10, 1957, increasing the duty on spring clothespins from 10 cents to 20 
cents per gross. The instant investigation is not a new “escape clause” investigation, and 
the Commission's report to the Finance Committee, which is required to be made on or 
before November 1, 1958, will not include any recommendations for changes in existing 
import restrictions on spring clothespins; the report will be limited to a summary of the 
facts regarding developments in conditions of competition in the United States between 
imported and domestic spring clothespins since the increase in duty on December 10, 1957
